CANADA. 


JACQUES  Cartier,  a  Frenchman,  in  the  year  I534» 
under  a  com  nil  Ifi  on  fjTom  his  mafter  Francis  I*  ex- 
piored  the  Gulf  of  Saint  Lawrence,  and  the  next  year 
afcended  the  river,  and  wintered  at  Sainte  Croix 
---here  he  eredpd  a  wooden  Crofs,  infcribed, 
»<  Franciscus  Dei  Gratia  Frar.corum  Rex  Regftat'^'i^la 
1603,  a  Patent  wa?  granted  to  Sieui:  de  Monts,  for  art 
excluhve  trade,  and  he  emp!oy<  d  Champlain  to  make 
further  difcoveries  in  Canada,  Champlain  arrived  at  a 
ftrait  called  by  the  Indians,  Quebec,  where  he  began  t6 
build  huts,  on  the  3d  July  1608,  aud  here  he  pafled  the 
wint- r.— "A  company  of  rich  merchants,  compofed  of 
107  ptrlons,  was  eftab.iflied  by  Patent,  in  1628,  for  an 
excliifive  trade,  at  firft,  and  in  1642  acquired  a  right 
cf  foil — Quebec  was  tJiken  by  sir  David  Keith  and  his 
brother  in  1629,  but  furrendered  to  France  by  the  trea- 
ty of  faint  Germain  en  Laye,  The  charter  of  this 
company  was  rf  vcjke '  1663,  and  Canada  was  put  urd-^r 
the  Government  of  the  '.  ompany  **  dts  Indes  Occident 
tjlt's''*  in  1664 — The  King,  was  however  to  govern, 
till  they  were  able» 

Sir  Wm.  Phipps,  with  an  armament  from  Bofton  in 
New  England,  fummoned  Queb  c  in  1690 — The  town 
wascanonaded  and  1500  £ngli{h  troops  were  landed  at 
la  CanarJiere — Sir  William  finding  the  place  too  ftrong 
and  his  ammunition  expended,  failed  on  the  23  Octo- 
ber for  Ro{lon--General  Hill  and  Admiral  Sir  Hovenden 
Walker,  with  a  large  body  of  troops  from  England  for 
the  attack  of  Quebec,  entered  the  river  st.  Lawrence 
inSept.1711 — Unfortunately,  however,  by  the  misnia- 
fia^emenC  of  the  Pilot  and  a  violent  llorm^  many  of  the 
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vefTels  were  wrecked  on  the  Egglllands,  near  the  Seven 
Illands,  and  880  men  periihed* 

General  Wolfe  on  the  13  fept.  I759>  at  the  head  of 
an  intrepid  handful  of  Brltifh  troops,   after  combating 
every  difhculty  of  art  and   nature,  with  the  moil  un- 
daunted  refolution,  and  the  calmeft    perfeverance,  d«?- 
feated  the  French  army  commanded  by  the  Marquis  de 
Montcalm,  on  the  heights  near  Quebec;  and  by  that 
memorable  action,  in  which  *he  Engliih  forces  had  ^7 
men  killed  and   607   woi'    '*d   and  tlie    Fi^.nch  1500 
kitted  wounded  ?  id  i'j  10  urs  paved  the  way  for  the  re- 
dudlion  of  the  City,  w'icb  1<  rrendcred  on  tie  if5th  to 
Admiral  Saunders  and  Brigadic  Tonnfliend-v  The' the 
Ci:y  wa«  taken  the  xMarquis   de  Vaudreuil,    rti  1  held 
pofleflion   of  Montreal  until  the  8th  September  1760, 
when  that  city  and  the  whole  Province  furrendered  bv 
capitulation  to  General  Amheifl,  ard  which  was  coHfir- 
med  to   Great  Britain   by    the  treaty  of   1763,  under 
whofe  dominion  it  has    fince   continued— Gen   Mont- 
gomery iii  the  winter  1775,  bu-'fieged  Quebec,  and  vvhea 
reinforced  by  General  Arno'.d,    attacked  the  City,  by 
affauit  on  the  31ft   December,   when  the  General  wss 
defeated,  himfc  f  killed  and  his  two  Aides   dc  Camp. 
Icveral  of  the  Provincials  were    killed  and  wounded  a- 
iiiOng   the  lattv^r    Arnold. — The    bli  ck.ide   coptiiiujd 
during  the  winter  1776,  and  on   the    arrival  of  troops 
from  England,  the  fiege  was  railed  and  the  Provincials 
driven  out  of  the  Province. 

The  two  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
conrtituted  by  A£t  of  Parlia  ntnt  in  1791,  comprehi-nd 
the  territory  heretofore  called  Canada.  Lov\crCa. 
nada  lies  on  both  fi dca  of  the  river  .Saint  Lawrence, 
between  6f  and  71  \Ve(t  Longitude,  from  London  :  and 
45  and  52  Norch  Latitude  and  Is  bounded  fo'  th,  by 
New  Brunfwick,  Maine,  New  Hampfhire,  Vermont 
and  New  York  and  Weft  by  Upper  Canada.
